It  Is  Not  Necessary  to  Have 
Scientists  Testify  on  Evo- 
lution or  Interpret  Bible, 
Holds  Attorney 

DATTON,  Tenn..  July  10.— The 
twelve  men  who  will  try  John  Thomas 
Scopes  on*,  a  charge  of  violating  the 
Tennessee  raw  prohibiting  the  teaching 
of  the  theories  of  evolution  in  the 
public  schools  of  the  States  were 
chosen  today. 

The  first  day  of  the  trial  moved 
swiftly,  bringing  into  the  open  of  the 
courtroom  the  first  legal  battle  to  be 
fought  Monday,  the  question  of  admis- 
sion of  scientific  testimony  In  regard 
to  evolution. 

Twelve  of  the  twenty  prospective 
Jurors  examined  were  accepted  with 
but  few  questions  from  the  state.  The 
defense  propounded  a  number  of  ques- 
tions to  each  man  but  used  only  two 
of  Its  three  peremptory  challenges. 
One  objection  was  made  by  the  state. 
The  Court  ruled  four  possible  Jurors 
incompetent  and  one  was  excused  on 
account  of  his 'age. 

No  aeaslon  will  be  held  tomorrow, 
the  defence  requesting  a  day  to  confer 
on  the  points  It  desires  to  stress  in 
the  contentldn  that  scientific  testimony 
to  show  that  the  theory  of  evolution 
and  the  story  of  divine  creation  as 
told  In  the  Bible  are  not  In  conflict. 
The  question  will  be  argued  before 
Judge  John  T.  Raulston  Monday. 
Judge  RauUton  announced  today 
court  would  open  at  8  o'clock,  con- 
tinue to  recess  at  11:30  o'clock,  re- 
convening again  at  1:30  to  close  at 
4:30.

Tennessee, 
certain  theory  and  theories  that  deny 
the  story  of  the  divine  creation  of  man 
as  taught  In  the  Bible  and  did  teach 
Instead  theory  that  man  has  descended 
of  a  lower  order  of  animals  against 
the  peace  and  dignity  of  the  state/' 
•  In  charging  the  gand  Jury  today 
Judge  Raulston  departed  only  slightly 
from  the  charge  he  delivered  to  the 
grund  Jury  May  33.  He  first  read  the 
law  and  then  the  story  of  the  creation. 
In  Genesis. 

He  repeated  his  former  statement 
that  he  would  regard  violation  of  the 
statute  as  a  high  mlsdcameanor. 

The  Judge  said  lie  made  reference 
to  the  evil  example  of  the  teacher  dis- 
regarding constituted  authority  in  the 
very  presence  of  the  undeveloped  mind, 
whose  thought  and  morals  he  directs 
and  guides. 

"If  a  teacher  openly  and  flagrantly 
violates  the  laws  of  ths  land  In  the 
exerciss  of  his  profession,  regardless 
of  the  policy  of  the  law.  his  example 
cannot  be  wholesome  to  the  unde- 
veloped mind  and  would  tend  to  create 
and  breed  a  spirit  of  disregard  for 
good  order  and  the  want  of  respect  for 
the  necessary  discipline  and  restraint 
in  our  body  politic."

What  They  Think

mysteries  of  God.  he  finds  himself 
overwhelmed  In  perplexities.  There- 
fore I  am  much  Interested  that  the 
unerring  hand  of  Him  who  Is  the  au-  j 
thor  of  all  truth  and  Justice  shall 
direct  every  official  act  of  mine." 

W.  J.  Bryan,  of  counsel  for  prosecu- 
tion: "The  control  of  what  Is  to  bo 
taught  in  the  public  schools  Is  in  the 
hands  of  those  who  employ  the  teach- 
ers—the taxpayers  and  parenta,  acting 
through  the  Boards  of  Education  and 
legislatures.

TOKIO.  July  11. — Negotiations  in 
connection  with  the  proposed  Anglo- 
Japanese  Far  Eastern  agreement  are 
atill  in  progress,  although  well-in- 
formed persons  believe  that  an  un- 
derstanding will  be  reached  soon  In 
regard  to  the  policy  to  be  adopted 
towards  China. 

It  Is  understood  that  Great  Britain 
does  not  propose  an  alliance  in  the 
strict  sense  of  the  word,  but  princi- 
pally wishes  to  formulate  a  "work- 
ing agreement"  regarding  leaseholds 
In  China. 

Observers  point  out  that  the  Brit- 
ish and  Japanese  positions  are  the 
same  regarding  Manchuria,  and  Kow- 
loon. which  are  at  present  believed 
to  be  Insecure  owing  to  the  un- 
looked-for spread  of  Chinese  nation- 
alism. 

Kowloon.  a  strip  of  territory  on  the 
mainland  opposite  Hong  Kong,  wan 
leased  to  Great  Britain  by  the 
t'hlnese  Government  by  a  treaty  of 
October  24.  1880,  and  is  now  part  of 
the  British  port,  docks  and  other 
shipping  facilities  being  situated 
there. 

Japan  succeeded  to  the  Ruaalan 
lease  of  South  Manchuria  after  peace 
had  been  concluded  between  the  two 
countries  at  Portsmouth  In  1805.  and 
was  extended  by  a  Hlno- Japanese 
agreement  of  May  25.  1835. 

China  haa  contended  that  this  lat- 
ter agreement  was  forced  on  her,  and 
her  statesmen  have  long  advocated 
the  abrogation  of  the  It 


Succession  Tax 
Rapped  as  Big 
B.  C.  Handicap 

Industrial  and  Financial  De- 
velopment Hampered,  Is 
Claim — Capital  Is  Fright- 
ened Away  From  Province 


VANCOUVER,  July  10—  Heavy 
succeaslon  duties  Imposed  In  British 
Columbia  are  aerloualy  handicapping 
lta  Industrial  and  financial  develop- 
ment, in  the  opinion  of  the  board  of 
directors  of  the  Greater  Vancouver 
Publicity  Bureau.  They  have  headed 
a  movement,  assisted  by  the  real 
estate  exchanges  of  Vancouver  and 
Victoria,  to  draw  attention  to  the 
situation. 

The  matter  was  discussed  at  a 
meeting  of  the  bureau  tonight  when 
several  members  quoted  from  their 
own  experiences  how  English  and 
American  capital  la  driven  out  of 
Britlah  Columbia  enterprisee  on  ac- 
count of  what  they  described  aa  "the 
unfair  succession  duties." 

One  member  told  of  an  English 
concern  that  had  been  all  ready  to 
aaalst  In  financing  a  building  project 
until  it  learned  of  the  manner  in 
which  the  Government  exacted  those 
duties.  Another  told  of  mortgages 
held  by  United  Htates  lnteresta  that 
would  not  he  renewed  for  the  same 
cause.  Almost  every  member  had 
experiences  of  a  like  nature  to  report. 
I  net. in  ce*  were  given  of  widows,  pre- 
sumably left  In  good  circumstances, 
who  sctually  owed  the  Government 
money  after  estates  had  been  aacrl- 
flced  to  meet  the  auccession  duties 
tax.

The  B.C.  rement  Company  in- 
formed the  Council  In  a  letter  of  Ita 
wllhngneaa  to  grant  Saanlch  a  right 
of  way  for  a  road  through  the  com- 
pany's Tod  Inlet  property  The  com- 
pany, however,  would  Insist  on  reserv- 
ing the  right  to  span  or  tunnel  under

safety  to  the  public  at  large  and  a 
great  saving  to  the  surface  of  the 
roads. 

The  department  would  compel  op- 
erators of  motor  busses  to  submit  to 
the  Government  schedules  of  opera- 
Uon,  and  would  give  the  (Iovernment 
power  to  no  arrange  the  schedules 
that  busses  would  not  have  to  travel 
at  excessive  »pee<i  to  adhere  to  them.

Thr  ceremony  in  connection  with 
ihr  unveiling  of  the  War  Memorial 
on  Parliament  BuiMint?"  Square  i> 
religioua  and  consfi  ratory,  and  it  It  a 
happy  thought  that  Sunday  should 
be  chosen  for  the  event.  Lieutenant 
Governor  Walter  C  Nichol  will 
officiate,  and  it  is  anticipated  that 
there  will  be'a  full  attendance  of  the 
returned  men  of  the  Great  War,  as 
well  as  of  the  public  as  a  whole,  all 
of  whom  are  interested  directly  or 
indirectly  with  the  monument  to  the 
memory  of  the  fallen.  His  Honor  has 
been  actively  and  most  sympathetic- 
ally concerned  in  making  the  War 
Memorial  one  in  keeping  with  what 
can  be  expected  from  the  capital  of 
this  Province.  His  interest  in  the 
subject  has  been  sustained  through- 
out, as,  indeed,  that  interest  can  al- 
ways be  counted  on  wherever  mat- 
ters of  public  moment  sre  con- 
cerned. As  the  representative  of 
His  Majesty  in  British  Columbia  he 
will  unveil  the  statue  that  is  to  be 
Victoria's  perpetual  monument  or 
shrine  to  the  memory  of  the  dead 
who  fell  in  the  greatest  of  wars. 

ELECTION  PROSPECTS 

- 

Mr.  A.  W.  Neill,  the  Federal  mem- 
ber for  Comox-Alberni,  is  inclined  to 
deprecate  any  tajk  oi  an  election  dur- 
ing the  present  year.  Although 
elected  for  his  constituency  as  an  In- 
dependent, he  is  a  staunch  supporter 
nf  the  present  Government  at  Ot- 
tawa, and,  presumably,  should  know 
something  about  what  is  in  the  mind 
of  that  Government.  We  disagree 
with  him,  however,  as  to  his  knowl- 
edge about  the  possibilities  of  an 
election.  Ferhaps  Mr.  Mackenzie 
King  and  his  colleagues  seek  to 
create  the  impression  that  there  is 
no  contest  imminent  so  that  they  may 
catch  their  opponents  unawares. 
That  might  be  regarded  as  "good 
politics"  where  party  politics  are  held 
to  transcend  the  country's  interests. 

1  ..r  our  part  we  would  say  to 
those'who  are  interested  that  there  is 
every  indication  that  an  election  will 
be  held  during  the  coming  Autumn. 
The  Government  will  trust  to  a  good 
harvest  yield  to  put  the  country  in  a 
humor  to  maintain  it  in  office.  It  is 
altogether  improbable  that  an  elec- 
tion will  be  postponed,  for  instance, 
until  next  Spring,  for  that  time  of  the 
year  will  follow  another  Winter  of 
recurring  unemployment.  If  the 
Government  waits  until  after  another 
session  of  Parliament  it  will  have  ful- 
filled the  full  term  of  its  office  and 
will  have  proportionately  increased 
its  unpopularity,  as  has  been  the  case 
with  so  many  Governments.  It  may 
be  that  the  Government  would  rather 
wait  until  next  year,  but  it  is  being 
carried  to  an  appeal  to  the  people  by 
.circumstances  which  it  cannot  very 
well  evade. 

There  is  to  be  a  reorganization  of 
the  Cabinet  and  it  will  be  a  recon- 
structed Ministry 'that  will  go  to  the 
country.  All  the  reconstruction  pos- 
sible within  the  Liberal  P»rtv  will 
not  remove  the  odium  attaching  to 
that  party  for  the  maintenlnce  of 
high  taxation,  for  lavish  expenditure 
and  for  policies  which  have  fostered 
national  depression.  It  is  the  sense 
of  the  people  that  they  have  no  hope 
of  relief  from  the  present  regime  that 
will  lead  to  the  downfall  of  Mr.  Mac- 
kenzie King  and  his  Ministers.  Out- 
side of  the  Prairie  Provinces  their 
fortunes  are  on  the  down-grade  and 
the  people  are  thinking  more  in 
terms  of  a  new  lease  of  life  for  them- 
selves than  for  the  Cabinet  now  in 
power  at  Ottawa.  The  longer  an 
election  ia  postponed  the  smaller  will 
he  the  chances  of  Mr.  King  securing 
a  renewed  mandate  He  knows  this 
and  his  followers  are  advising  him  to 
this  effect,  so  that  it  may  be  assumed 
an  election  is  practically  assured  be- 
tween now  and  the  end  of  October, 
and  since,  when  the  date  it  set.  the 
shortest  possible  time  will  be  left  for 
preparation  it  is  obvious  that  the 
time  is  opportune  now  to  prepare.

eoplcs  all  over  the  Empire  should  be 
particularly  careful  not  to  heap 
fuel  on  the  embers  that  are  now 
smouldering,  because,  though  there 
are  little  minds  that  do  not  sec  the 
possibility,  there  does  exist  a  condi- 
tion in  China  which  might  precipitate 
another  great  World  War. 

The  Oriental  problem  has  shifted 
to  its  local  habitat,  namely,  China, 
and  it  has  become  a  world  problem. 
It  is  the  nations  who  treat  the 
Chinese  aspirations  with  the  greatest 
sympathy,  and  who  show  a  desire  to 
help  in  the  settlement  of  the  prob- 
lems of  that  country,  so  far  as  Out- 
side aid  will  be  welcomed,  that  stand 
to  gain  in  the  long  run  in  the  develop- 
ment of  trade  with  that  country. 
China  is  the  greatest,  potential  market 
in  the  world.  With  the  awakening  of 
her  people  and  with  the  ultimate 
settlement  of  their  problems  and  the 
establishment  of  a  strong  national 
Government  her  trade  will  advance 
by  leaps  and  bounds.  It  is  growing 
now  substantially  despite  prolonged 
civil  war  and  widespread  brigandage 
in  the  country,  and  despite  also  the 
fact  that  there  has  been  political 
chaos  for  several  years.  The  British 
Empire,  with  such  widespread  in- 
terests in  the  Pacific  Ocean  and  with 
its  Dominions  so  admirably  situated 
for  trading  with  the  Orient,  has 
much  at  stake  now  and  in  the  future 
in  its  present  attitude  towards  the 
Chinese  troubles.  It  is  a  time  for 
statesmanship  and  for  the  taking  of 
the  long  view. 


AN  ENGLISH  DIET 

The  controversy  on  diet  and  dis- 
ease continues  to  rage  in  Britain,  and 
the  medical  fraternity  generally  is 
recommending  a  greater  consumption 
of  green  vegetables  and  the  dis- 
placement of  white  by  whole  wheat 
bread.  There  seems  no  general 
agreement,  even  among  the  "•xperta," 
as  to  what  constitutes  the  ideal  diet. 
We  suppose  that  must  remain  a  jjues- 
ion  according  to  the  individual  con- 
stitution. Everywhere  and  at  all 
times  there  will  always  be  individuals 
who  will  choosy  their  own  diet 
irrespective  of  medical  advice,  and 
this  is  illustrated  by  the  reply  of  one 
English  correspondent  to  advice 
tendered  as  to  what  should  be  eaten 
for  breakfast: 

Eor  myself,  1  am  an  old  man 
(seventy-five-,  and  from  childhood  I 
have  regularly  taken  for  breakfast 
some  variety  of  meat  or  tish.  brown 
bread  and  butter  and  about  a  pint  of 
good  strong  English  ale  (not  bitter 
or  lager),  and  I  should  be  very  sorry 
to  ejiange  this  diet  for  any  "fatty"' 
subs'tute.  As  supplements,  fruits 
and  salads  are  pleasant  and  desirable, 
but  as  a  staple  for  the  average  Eng- 
lishman, most  disastrous.  Mr 
Wyatt's  notion  (the  vegetarian 
breakfast)  is  only  one  of  many  "fads" 
like  teetotalism.  responsible  for  the 
modern  prevalence  of  nervous  ex- 
haustion and  general  debility.  Ages 
of  experience  have  shown  a  vege- 
tarian diet  to  be  excellent  for  natives 
of  tropical  climes,  and  have  equally 
proved  that  good  beef  ami  good  ale 
are  essential  for  the  well-being  of  the 
native  Englishman.

Of  course  there  is  no  possibility  of 
the  United  State*  performing  such  an 
set  of  magnanimity  as  thst.  No  na- 
tion apparently  expects  her  to  do  it. 
Probably  no  nation  would  do  it  if  it 
occupied  the  preferred  position  of  the 
United  States.  At  the  same  time, 
and  all  the  circumstances  considered, 
it  is  no  wonder  that  some  of  the  ns- 
tions  are  disposed  to  resent  the 
patronizing  and  superior  attitude  of 
some  of  the  statesman  of  the  United 
States  when  they  discuss  the  affairs 
of  troubled  Europe.

It  is  indeed  a  pleasant,  almost  an 
inspiring,  thing  to  note  that  nearly 
all  the  directors  and  leaders  of  pub- 
lic opinion  in  Canada  are  beginning 
to  realize  that  the  migration  of  young 
.Canadians  to  the  United  State*,  is  to 
be  deplored  and  that  the  chief  reason 
for  the  exodus  is  the  exportation  of 
the  natural  products  of  the  country. 
The  Colonist  was  one  of  the  first 
newspapers  of  Canada  to  call  atten- 
tion to  this  evil.  It  pointed  out  that 
a  large  number  of  the  young  men  of 
this  part  of  Canada  were  crossing  the 
border  because  they  could  find 
nothing  at  home  for  their  hands  to 
do;  that  they  were  following  the  raw 
material  of  this. country  into  a  foreign 
country  and  finding  employment  in

Sir.— It  la  noted  In  a  recent 
editorial  of  The  Bun  that  the  Oliver 
Government  has  expended  about  |2R.- 
000,000  on  the  P.  O.  B.  Railway, 
t4.000.000  on  the  Hautli  Okanagan 
Irrigation  project,  $3. 000. 000  on  the 
Sum&a  reclamation,  and  more  recent- 
ly $3, 000. 000  on  the  University  hulld- 
Inga.  or  a  total  of  about  $36,000,000, 
much  of  which  may  be  writ- 
ten off  Rft  a  dead  loaa,  where  no 
economic  ntudy  had  been  made  to 
predetermine  the  merits  of  the  sev- 
eral projects 

BSforS  the  Government  Is  commit- 
ted too  far  In  reapeet  to  capital  and 
maintenance  expenditures  for  the 
University,  It  Is  perhapa  proper  at 
this  time  that  an  economic  analyal* 
be  made  tn  determine  how  far  and  In 
what  department*  the  eourae  nf 
University  taxation  and  nctual  needs 
University  development  should  fol- 
low, having  In  mind-  the  very  heavy 
burden  of  taxation  and  actual  needn 
Of  the  Province  In  respect  to 
graduates  trained  for  some  aervlce  to. 
the  Province. 

Those  taxpsyers  who  are  interested 
In  both  the  problems  of  taxation  and 
education,  may  recomlse.  the  heneflts 
of  a  University  in  the  Province  and 
the  neceaalty  of  the  University  havln» 
a  permanent  establishment  at  the 
site  provided,  but  nl  the  same  time 
may  properly  queatlon  the  necessity 
of  the  expanelon  of  the  eeveral  de- 
partment of  the  University  beyond 
the  capacity  of  the  Province  to  ab- 
sorb the  graduates. 

The  Government  hai»  so  far  ex- 
pended about  |t. 000. 000  on  the  Uni- 
versity buildings,  to  which  should*  be 
added  about  $1,000,000  n«  the  value 
of  the  University  site.  This  means 
that  there  will  be  an  annual  char** 
to  the  taxpayers  of  about  $320,000 
for  interest  and  sinking  fund. 

Tho  fact  that  Oovernment  lands 
are  set  aalde  In  Point  (irey  to  eell 
and  so  cover  the  capital  expenditure 
doaa  not  in  any  way  affect  the  annual 
charge*  above  ststed.  since  If  nn 
t  nlvemlty  existed  the  funds  obtained 
from  the  aale  of  these  lands  would, 
or  could,  be  applied  to  reducing  loans 
and  taxes.  « 

The  University  authorltlee  also  re- 
quire each  year  about  $S00  000  from 
the  Government  to  cover  salaries  end 
other  charaes.  so  that  the  total  cost 
of  maintaining  the  University  I* 
close  to  $1,000,000  per  year,  which 
the  taxpayers  must  provide  one  way 
or  another. 

This  mean*  that  with  the  enrol 
ment  of  about  1.400  atudenta.  of 
whom  about  300  graduate  each  year, 
the  cost  of  each  graduate  la  over 
3.000.  nr  about  ten  times  the  ,<ost  of 
grsduate*  from  the  high  schools.

In  any  event  the  fact*  now  facing 
thoae  who  are  serloualy  concerned 
with  th*  heavy  burden  of  taxation 
which  la  forcing  so  many  out  of  the 
Province,  are  that  an  annual  con- 
tribution of  $1,000,000  to  maintain 
the  University  under  present  condi- 
tion*, is  equivalent  to  an  Increase  of 
about  $1  o.OOO.OOO  debt  to  the  exist- 
ing debt  of  $711,000,000.  and  If  half  of 
the  300  graduates  ure  able  to  remain 
In  the  Province,  their  cost  to  the  tat 
pi  vers  for  higher  education  works 
out  at   $*,000  per  graduate. 

This  condition  may  explain  the  re- 
luctance of  the  University  authorities 
to  follow  the  usual  procedure  of  pub- 
lishing for  the  henent  of  taxpayer* 
the  annual  statementa  covering  all 
department*.  It  I*  believed.  how- 
ever, that  the  Oovernment  would  ap- 
preciate thoroughly  a  more  analytical 
and  complete  discussion  of  this  prob- 
lem by  boards  of  trade  and  other* 
Interested.  In  order  that  the  problem 
may  b*  dealt  with  along  definite 
line*  and  In  accordance  with  the 
wishes  of  the  taxpayer*.

Mr.  John  Howard  Chapman,  pho- 
tographer, stated  that  he  had  photo- 
graphed the  Beryl  (i.  when  she  was 
brought  hero  from  Hldney  Island  last 
year.  , 

Mr.  Cyril  H.  Kosher,  photographer, 
proved  photographs  taken  In  Novem- 
ber. 1924.  These  showed  dark  brown 
stains  on  the  hatch,  and  holes  where 
the  left  hand  door  leading  to  the 
companion   way  was  pierced. 

Witness  explained  that  last  month 
he  had  taken  further  photographs  of 
a  small  Islet  Just  off  the  Hoyal  Vic- 
toria Yacht  Club  house.  Cadhoro 
Bay,  and  of  the  club  surroundings,  at 
the  request  of  the  Crown. 

Weather  and  Tide-. 

Mr.  F.  Napier  Deniaon,  superinten- 
dent of  the  Uonxalea  Observatory, 
said  he  had  checked  records  kept 
there  in  relntlon  to  the  weather  at  r, 
oclock  on  September  15.  lt:'4.  and 
■in  addition  In  the  morning  of  Sep- 
tember 16,  and  also  with  regard  to 
the  tides  at  that  time. 

Peter  Marlnoff.  of  Tacoma,  testified 
that  last  Fall  he  waa  trading  In 
liquor  between  British  Columbia  and 
cities  in  Washington.  Among  those 
transactions  were  some  with  Captain 
tllllls.  who  brought  liquor  from  the 
West  Coast  to  his  representative,  of 
350  cases  on  order  on  September  16, 
only  110  cases  were  delivered  In 
Tacoma.  The  remaining  240  cases 
were  not  then  delivered,  nor  had  been 
subsequently. 

Klmer  N.  Anderson,  of  Tacoma, 
slated  that  last  September  he  was 
operating  a  gaahoat  for  the  previous 
witness,  running  liquor.  The  boat  was 
capable  of  thirty  statute  miles  an 
hour.  Ho  first  knew  Glllis  in  July. 
11*24.  having  met  him  at  various  Isl- 
ands oTf  the  east  coaai  of  Vancouver 
Island,  and  there  received  liquor  con- 
Hlgned  to  Marlnoff  from  the  .Heryl  O. 
Mm  h  meetings  had  taken  phtoe  sev- 
eral times.  Witness  proved  a  meet- 
ing with  Olllis  on  the  east  coast  of 
Sidney  Island,  on  the  afternoon  of 
September  15.  The  Heryl  C,.  was  an- 
chored their,  two  hundred  yards  off 
shore.  The  meeting  was  occasioned 
by  a  previous  order  for  more  liquor, 
and  the  appointment  was  In  conse- 
quence  of  that  order. 

With  witness  on  the  M.  493  was  one 
man.  H.  Hodge,  and  they  received 
from  Captain  (Hills  and  his  son  the 
cases  of  liquor  for  the  Tacoma  order, 
which  were  taken  that  night  to  Ta- 
coma. to  the  number  of  110. 

Wltrfesa  was  shown  the  cap  of  Cap- 
tain Olllis.  that  produced  being  simi- 
lar, he  aald,  to  the  one  OapTatn  Olllis 
was  wearing  when  he  last  saw  him.

chased a  uniform  cap  and  buttons 
from  him.  A  similar  one  had  been 
made  up  at  the  request  of  the  Crown 
authorities. 

An  Abandoned  Craft 
Chris  Curtis  Waters,  lighthouse- 
keeper  at  Turn  Point,  Stuart  Island, 
said  he  was  on  duty  at  his  lighthouse 
on  September  17.  He  noticed  a  boat 
floating  with  the  tide,  and  after 
keeping  It  under  observation  for  a 
considerable  time  he  decided  to  in- 
vfc*tl*jAt  #*.  V\  ix\*\  a  nfeis h t>o r  w^ftt 
out  to  examine  the  craft.  which 
proved  to  be  the  Bury  I  ii.,  deserted, 
and  the  engine  stopped  running. 
They  towed  her  Into  harbor  and 
there  found  holes  In  a  door,  blood 
stains  on  the  hatch  covers  and  Ln 
the  forecastle  of  the  vessel.  The 
table  contained  soiled  dishes,  and 
there  was  a  frying  pan  on  the  stove 
which  looked  as  if  it  had  Just  been 
used.  • 

A  blood-stained  cap  was  lying  near, 
he  continued.  The  vessel  was  berthed 
at  Prevost  harbor,  and  later  turned 
over  to  the  Provincial  police.  There 
was  no  liquor  on  board,  wltneaa 
added. 

Dr.  William  Percy  Walker,  path- 
ologist, Royal  Jubilee  Hospital.  re- 
ceived a  cap  and  magaxlne  which 
he  examined  on  September  26.  and 
analysed  to  be  discolored  by  human 
clotted  blood,  the  articles  adhering 
together. 

The   Blood  Stains 

William  Kler,  sergeant  of  Provin- 
cial police.  Kamloops.  said  he  had 
Investigated  the  murders  on  In- 
st ructions.  He  proceeded  to  Stuart 
Island,  where  he  saw  the  Beryl  O. 
anchored  In  harbor.  The  examina- 
tion disclosed  some  blood  stains  and 
the  marks  of  a  projectile  which  had 
been   fired    from  above. 

The  engine  had  been  stopped.  In 
the  forecastle  there  was  evidence  of 
a  struggle,  with  many  blood  stains 
uround.  Here  the  cap  and  maga- 
zine were  found.  Ammunition  waa 
on  board,  but  no  firearms. 

A  Taxi   BrUe  lo   I  Hands 

Sydney  W.  Jory,  of  713  Courtney 
Street,  chauffeur,  declared  that  he 
first  naw  Morris  In  the  New  Kngland 
Cafe  early  In  September,  where  'he 
drove  Morris  and   Baker  to  the  cafe. 

<)u  September  15  he  drove  Baker 
atid  a  woman  to  a  house  on  Balmoral 
Hoad  during  the  afternoon,  and  In 
the  evening  of  the  same  day  Baker 
and  Morris  came  to  his  stand  and 
hired  his  car.  They  drove  to  the 
yacht  club  house  at  the  Uplands, 
when  witness  left  the  two  men.  who 
proceeded  to  the  float  In  Cadboro 
Bay. 

Mrs.  Haxel  Feasey,  Balmoral  Boad. 
spoke  of  knowing  Baker.  Sowash. 
Morris  and  Strompklns.  On  Septem- 
ber 14  a  conversation  took  place  In 
her  house,  at  which  the  men  ware 
discussing  the  running  of  liquor  to 
the  American  side.  On  the  follow- 
ing afternoon  Morris  and  Baker  came 
to  the  house,  and  again  in  the  eve- 
ning they  went  away  In  Jory's  taxi- 
cab. 

Mr.  Robert  Harrap.  steward.  Royal 
Victoria  Yacht  Club,  stated  that  he 
was  on  the  premises  continually  In 
the  month  of  September.  He  knew 
both  Baker  and  Morris,  who  had 
been  at  the  club  landing,  and  said 
they  came,  there  on  the  evening  of 
September  15,  a  fine  clear  night.  He 
heard  a  whistle  and  as  a  conse- 
quence Stroraaiklns  came  forward  in 
a  dinghy.  This  man  had  been  com- 
ing In  to  the  bay  for  some  time  pre- 
vious to  the  date  of  the  incident, 
where  he  called  for  the  others  at  the 
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two  daya  to  remove  the  liquor,  which 
was  taken  to  Snuth  Pender  Island. 
From  that  point  the  liquor  was  con- 
veyed on  two  trips  to  a  point  near 
Anacortes.  where  the  sacks  were 
cached.  These  sacks  were  each 
marked   with  green  engine  paint. 


Witness  amid  he  saw  the 
in  settle  on  Second  Avenue,  at  or 
near  the  Commodore  Hotel  f'onver- 
saUnn  turned  to  the  hijacking  of  the 
Beryl  O  ,  and  he  asked  Morris  if  he 
had  anvthlns-   to   do  with  It.

When  later  wit- 
ness met  Majowskl  with  his  wife 
there,  the  latter  sought  lnfUrmatlon 
with  regard  to  liquor  on  the  West 
Coast.  Accused  whs  present.  but 
in.-k  no  part  In  the  conversation, 
though  he  must  hnv»  heard  what 
was  said. 

Mr.  Hatcher  proved  a  sketch  sub- 
mitted of  Strompklns'  boat. 

Edgar  N.  Chambers.  Oak  Bay  Ave- 
nue, of  the  Oak  Bay  boathouse.  tes- 
tified that  he  knew  Strompklns  and 
his  boat.

The  chief  witness.  C.  PaiH  Stromp- 
klns. explained  his  associations  with 
Maker,  S.fttnsh  and  Morria,  dating 
from  August.  He  used  his  boat,  the 
Oenman  II.  to  convey  liquor,  he  ex- 
plained. 

On  September  3  he  was  In  com- 
pany with  Baker  and  Morria  at  the 
New  Kngland  Hotel,  and  secured 
liquor  for  them  from  the  Oovern- 
ment  liquor  store.  He  had  accom- 
panied them  to  the  FeiLsry  house  at 
Balmoral  Road.  Another  time  they 
went  to  William  Head,  without  Inci- 
dent. Witness  related  sundry  meet- 
IngM  In  which  Morris  figured,  until 
the  arrival  of  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Majowskl 
from  Seattle  In  Victoria.  Then  he 
again  aided  in  getting  liquor  for 
them. 

Baker  bought  charts  of  the  West 
Coast  on  the  day  following  the  ar- 
rival of  these  people  from  Seattle, 
snd  eventuslly  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Majow- 

j  ski  left  for  home  after  the  call  on 
the  Provincial  Police,  related  ln  the 
Baker-Sowash  trial.  Witness  assert- 
ed lhat  the  yellow  paper  Majowskl 
brought  from  the  Provincial  Police 
office  was  given  to  Morris,  and  by  him 
later  passed  to  Baker.  It  purported 
to  be  Indicative  of  whisky  cachea  on 
the  west  coast,  and  as  such  were 
marked  on  the  charts.

He  related  a  meeting  where  the 
Dolphin,  belonging  to  Albert  Clausen, 
of  Seattle,  brought  Sowash  ln  with 
ammunition  concealed  In  a  valise. 
Eventually  the  whole  party  set  out 
for  Bentinck  Island  In  witness'  boat, 
and  thence  to  Port  Renfrew,  calling 
at  several  points  en  route.  It  was 
composed  of  Baker.  Sowash,  Charles 
and  Harry  Morris  and  himself.  The 
search  proved  fruitless.  On  their 
way  home  to  Esquimau  Harbor  they 
passed  the  Beryl  O.  at  Sooke  Harbor, 
and  Caker  made  some  remark  to 
Captain  Olllis  as  he  passed. 

The  Critical  Tonr 

Later  they  went  to  D'Arcy  Island, 
the  same  party  as  before,  the  Dolphin 
and  his  own  boat  meeting  at  the 
Island  on  September  14.  On  the  fol- 
lowing day  he  waa  out  In  his  boat 
cruising  to  meet  American  vessels, 
and  was  In  Cadboro  Bay  when  he  got 
a  whistle  from  Sowash  calling  him 
Into  the  yacht  landing.  He  took  the 
men  out  to  his  boat,  there  being  then 
present  Baker,  Sowash  and  accused. 
Baker  indicated  as  soon  as  they  had 
left  shore  that  they  were  going  to 
get  liquor  from  the  Beryl  Q. 

At  this  stage  the  adjournment  wan 
taken  until  a  late  sitting. 

Tiie  MaMhn 

Strompklns,  resuming  his  evidence 
at  the  evening  session,  sulci  the  Den- 
man  II  reuched  the  east  side  of  Sidney 
Island  from  Cadboro  Bay  in  the  even- 
ing of  September  15.  The  engine  was 
stopped,  and  the  occupants  entered 
the  skiff.  Baker  took  the  revolvers  out 
of  the  valise,  and  Morris  put  on  an 
official  cap.  similar  to  the  one  already 
exhibited  ln  court.  Baker.  Morris 
and  Sowash  entered  the  skiff,  and  wit- 
ness pushed  it  off.  Before  leaving 
Baker  rave  directions  that  he  should 
start  his  engine,  and  Join  them  with 
the  Denman  II.  If  a  flashlight  were 
displayed  In  the  cove. 

An  interval  of  a  brief  period  oc- 
curred and  then  he  heard  shots.  Im- 
mediately appeared  u  flashlight,  and 
witness  started  his  boat.  Soon  after- 
wards arrived  Baker.  In  the  skiff. 
Baker  Jumped  on  board,  saying  "Oo 
ahead,''  pointing  a  gun  at  him  mean- 
while. 

As  they  came  alongside  the  Beryl 
O..  witness  saw  Morris,  gun  in  hand, 
following  the  younger  Olllis  Into  the 
forward  cabin.  Witness  was  never  on 
board  the  Beryl  O..  but  heard  that 
they  had  had  to  shoot  'the  old  man 
In  the  arm."  He  remained  on  the  Den- 
man Hi  Baker  told  him  to  go  to  Bare 
Bland,  and  he  started.  towing  the 
Brryl  O..  which  had  been  moored  to 
his  craft.  When  he  came  alongside 
the  Beryl  O  was  anchored,  and  ha 
saw  Baker  lift  the  anchor. 

Remove  IJqaor 
Witness    observed    the    removal  of 
liquor  from  the  Beryl  O.  to  his  boat, 
to  the  extent  of  upwards  of  200  sacks! 

He  could  not  say  whether  all  the 
liquor  was  unloaded,  but  at  any  rate 
they  reached  Halibut  Island  during 
the  unloading.  In  which  three  men 
shared.  They  had  reached  Halibut 
Island  when  Baker  threw  the  anchor 
overboard,  and  Morris  came  on  board 
from  the  Beryl  O.  Before  this  oc- 
curred, however,  they  loaded  the  skiff 
with  liquor,  and  towed  It  behind  the 
Denman  II.  The  loading  of  the  skiff 
did  not  begin  until  the  capacity  of  his 
vessel  was  exhausted,  about  700  sacks, 
he  thought. 

Witness  came  at  this  stage  to  the 
peak  of  "his  story  m  hen  he  described 
the  striking  of  the  boy  by  Sowash.  aa 
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Uanl*  M011.  >  I  Tom  Willi,-, 
Sowash  asked  htm  for  $100.  which 
witness  declared  he  had  n<  t  got,  but 
promised  to  send  it.  as  the  man  had 
assumed  a  threatening  position  Maker 
had  asserted  that  if  anyone  spoke 
about  It.  they  would  all  hang.  Before 
they  got  to  Anacortes.  Sow  as 
asked  for  money  In  vain 

Baker  volunteered  a  statement  that 
the  "old  man"  was  too  strong  for  him. 
and  had  to  be  killed.  before  they 
soparated. 

No  observation  was  made  by  Morris 
about  the  mind,  r  On  arrival  at  Ana- 
cortes Baker,  Sowash  and  Morris  were 
taken  in  the  skiff.  Baker  repeating 
that  they  must  say  nothing,  or  they 
would  all  hang.

Pressed  by  counsel,  witness  asserted 
that  other  threat*  were  used  while  he 
was  taking  the  men  ashore.  Ha  as- 
serted that  he  endeavored  to  notify 
the  police,  but  could  not  reach  them, 
the  building  he  located  being  a  pump- 
house,  unoccu.  led. 

He  returned  to  Oak  Bay  by  follow- 
ing the  route  marked  by  Baker  on  the 
chart,  reaching  there  on  September 
17.  after  securing  gas  at  some  Island* 
enough  to  bring  him  home.  The 
Beryl  O.  was  left  at  Sidney  Island. 
The  case  rested  at  this  point

Up  to  the  present  we  ure  a  little  be- 
hind  laat  year's  record." 

Altogether  some  1.500  drums  of 
whale  oil  have  been  shipped  to  Vic- 
toria from  the  three  stations,  two  of 
which  are  located  In  the  Queen 
Charlotte  Islands.  Practically  half 
this  amount  has  already  been  export- 
ed from  here,  the  bulk  of  it  being 
consigned  to  Eastern  United  Slates 
soap  manufacturer*.

Including  a  cargo  of  hard  wheat  at 
Baltimore  for.  prompt  shipment  to 
Greece.  The  trade  continues  to  watch 
weather  developments  closely  In  the 
northwest.  So  far  the  trade  has  not 
taken  the  unfavorable  news  from  the 
Spring  wheat  area  seriously.  and 
under  these  conditions  prices  will 
probably  continue  to  move  nervously. 
Meanwhile  we  advise  a  trading  at- 
titude. 

Corn:  Closed  Independently  higher 
The  government  report  gave  the  trade 
somewhat  of  a  surprise.  The  acreage 
was  not  Increased  nearly  a*  much  as 
had  been  expected.  Shorts  In  corn 
were  on  the  defensive  much  of  th«> 
day.  The  commercial  demand  for 
corn  wss  more  active  with  the  basis 
one  cent  higher  at  the  last.

Tho 
B-mornment  report  came  about  as  ex- 
pected, and  suggests  consider*!.!*  less 
grain  lhan  last  year.  Visible  supplies 
are  decreasing  well  nt  thu.  time,  and 
on  moderate  recensions  regard  the 
buying  side  with  favor. 

Bye  l*acklne;  much  m  the  way  of 
speculative  Interest,  this  grain  sagged 
lowrer  with  wheat  at  the  last.  Rye 
Is  relatively  cheap  compared  with 
whest  itfid  will  respond  rapidly  to  any 
strength  In  the  lending  cereal.
